SPRINGS, California (AP) - Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan and Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev greeted 
the new year on Friday by exchang- 
ing pledges to seek an intercontinen- 
ta} missile treaty 1988. . 
The two world leaders, who 
signed an intermediate-range mis- 
sile accord in Washington in Decem- 
ber and plan to meet again in Mos- 
cow before mid-year, voiced their 
hopes in an exchange of televised 
messages to each other's peoples. 
Gorbachev called for immediate 
progress toward slashing the num- 
ber of conventional forces in Europe 
and said he was open to negotiations 
to end regional conflicts. 
Reagan used the address to high- 
light some differences between the 
two superpowers, pressing his advo- 
cacy of a space-based missile de- 
fence and calling for steps to foster 
human rights and to settle regional 


wars. 
‘Gorbachev said there are “pro- 


found changes” going on in the So- 


viet Union, stressed the value of 
human life anywhere in the world 
and said the Soviets are “ready for _ 
interaction” in dealing with world 
trouble spots. 
Before turning to any of these 
issues, however, both leaders ex- 
pressed their hopes for an agree- 
ment on strategic nuclear weapons, 
the ones the two superpowers keep 
aimed at each other. 

“Perhaps we can have a treaty 
ready to sign by our meeting in 


will.” 

Gorbachev, for his part, said, 
“We are ready to continue fruitfully 
the negotiations on reducing strate- 
gic arms with a view to signing a 
treaty to that effect, even in the first 
half of this year.” 

It was the second time Reagan’ 
and Gorbachev had exchanged tele- 
vised messages on New Year's Day. 
They started the practice in 1986 
after their first meeting in Geneva, 
but skipped 1987 after their summit 
in Reyjkavik, Iceland, collapsed 
over the issue of the space-based 
defence that Reagan calls the Strate- 
gic Defence Initiative and many call 
Star Wars. 

This continues to be an issue in 
arms control talks between the two 
countries, and Reagan said, “To- 
day, both America and the Soviet 
Union have an opportunity to devel- 
op a defensive shield against ballistic 
missiles, a defensive shield that will

The Gaza Strip was generally qui- 
et over the weekend, with commer-

Troops manned rooftop positions 
in Hebron, Nablus and Tulkarm to 
maintain a presence while remain- 
ing out of range of rock and bottle 
throwers. Helicopters hovered over- 
head and soldiers set up roadblocks 
on key West Bank roads, and at 
intersections. But there was little 
traffic. ‘ 

The West Bank cities of Nablus, 
Ramallah and Tulkarm saw com- 
mercial strikes on Friday. 

In Nablus, troops dispersed rock 
throwers near the casbah Friday af- 


-ternoon with tear gas and rubber 
bullets, and tried to forcibly open 
stores yesterday. A curfew was im- 
posed on Balata refugee camp Fri- 
day after rock-throwing incidents. 
But an IDF spokesman in the area 
said security forces had been “very 
effective” in preventing 


Yesterday, stores in most West 
Bank commercial centers were 
open, except for Ramallah where a 
commerical strike was in force. In 
Hebron yesterday, a sit-in by Arab 
women at the Red Cross offices 
passed without incident. 

A group of about 20 Arab and 
Jewish women who attempted to 
visit the Farah refugee camp was 
turned back by military authorities 
who declared the area a closed mili- 


tary zone. 

Meanwhile, 14 prisoners were re- 
leased yesterday in Gaza, bringing 
the week's total of those freed to 86. 
Military authorities have said more 
Prisoners will be released if quiet is 

In trials last week, 400 Palestin- 
fans were brought to trial, but only 
four had been found not guilty and 
20 had been convicted with sen- 
tences ranging from one week to 
eight months, and fines from NIS 
800 to NIS 1,500. 

Citizens Rights Movement MK 
Dedi Zucker called on deacons of 


university law faculties to attend the 
trials in progress on the West Bank 
to make sure they were being con- 
ducted according to law. 

The curfew at the Jebaliya refu- 
gee camp was the second imposed 
on a Gaza Strip refugee camp on 
Friday. Earlier in the day, IDF offi- 
cials ordered residents of the Nus- 
seirat camp to remain in their homes 
following a demonstration, but the 
Nusseirat curfew was lifted a few 
hours later. 

According to IDF sources here, 
the curfew policy represented an ef- 
fort to end confrontation, and to 
defuse unrest as quickly as possible. 

Senior IDF officials are said to 
view the situation in Jebaliya with 
particular concern, because it was a 
violent demonstration in Jebaliya 
early last month that touched off the 
two-week wave of unrest in the 
territories.

A ministry source said: “The situ- 
ation is calm and we are keeping a 
watchful eye. There will be no toler- 
ance of public disorders.” 

In June last year, security authori- 
ties arrested 500 Moslem hardliners 
after attempts to murder two former 
interior ministers and a prominent 
journalist. At least 75 rs were 
indicted on charges of sabotage and 
trying to overthrow the govern- 
ment. f 


The Interior Ministry statement 
said Moslem militants Sheikh Hafez 
Salama and blind theologian Omar 
Abdel-Rahman were behind Fri- 
day’s disturbances, which the semi- 
official Al-Ahram newspaper said 
spread to central Cairo.

Cairo and Amman

Prime Minister Shamir on Friday 
confirmed that Israel intends to pro- 
ceed with the deportation of a num- 
ber of residents of the territories, in 
spite of pleas from the U.S. and 
others not to do so. 


Israel has played the deportation 
card in the territories during four 
major periods since the 1967 war. 
And even before December's dis- 
turbances, the number of expulsions 
had surged in the past two years to 2 
eve! comparable to the period just 
after the Six Day War. 


Palestinians say more than 2,000 
activists have been expelled over the 
past two decades. The IDF has no 
figure on the total, although record- 
ed cases add up to only about 60. 
That figure includes only bona fide 
West Bank residents who were ex- 
pelled on security grounds, not 
those deported after they were 
found to be in the country illegally. 


In a few cases, deportees were 
later allowed to return if they under- 
took to refrain from political activi- 
ty. The “returnees” have included a 
Palestinian woman leader, Zlcika 
Shehabi, who was expelled after the 
Six Day War and was allowed to 
return to East Jerusalem in 1968, 
Hebron political leader Dr. Ahmed 
Hamzi Natshe who was banished ia 
1976 and allowed to return in 1978, 
and Nadim Zarou, former Ramallah 
mayor who was banished in 1969 
and allowed to return in 1981.

MANILA (Reuter) — Owners of the 
Philippine ferry which sank in the 
worst peacetime sea disaster bave 
offered compensation for hundreds 
of people feared dead but absent: 
from official passenger lists, Manila 
newspapers said on Friday. 

They said the offer of $1,000 per 
victim was a virtual admission that 
the Dona Paz, which collided with 
an oil tanker and sank in a fiery 
blaze off the central Philippines on 
December 20, was carrying more 
than its 1,500-passenger capacity. 

The ship owners had insisted ear- 
lier that the vessel was not over- 
loaded but survivors said bundreds 
of extra people were cramméd on 
board. At least 2,000 were feared 
killed, while only 26 survived.

“One must repeatedly and openly 
say that the criminal policies of the 
Nazi regime — policies many people 
saw through only when it was too 
late - led us over a precipice.” 

The former UN secretary-general 
did not mention Jews or anu-Semi- 
tism specifically in his speech. But it 
is clear that he is attempting to blunt 
damaging repercussions from the 
continued revelations about his war- 
time career, He has expressed his 
intention of presiding over. the cli- 
max δ Lag pega girl on 
March 15, the day years 
when 200,000 Viennese valcbcned 
Hitler in the capital's Heroes" 
Square. .

NEW ZEALAND Prime Minister 
David Lange was badly shaken but 
unhurt early yesterday after the rac- 
ing car he was driving collided with 
another racing car.

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — Jorge 
Luis Ochoa Vasquez, a Colombian 
billionaire wanted by U.S. drug au- 
thorities, was a free man Thursday 
after being released illegally from a 
Bogota prison and walking out the 
front door arm-in-arm with the 
warden. 


Justice Minister Enrique Low Mu- 
tra said he had ordered the warden 
not to release Ochoa.

BRUSSELS (AP) -- The fat’s in the 
fire over pommes frites, Belgium's

azine saying the golden brown fries 
are unhealthy and the government 
readying a crackdown on purveyors 
who don’t meet quality standards, 

Belgians flock to about 8,000 
pommes frites stands along highways 
and on city squares. They eat so 
much of the tasty treat that the term 
“French fries” is a misnomer here, 
since neither France nor any other 
country produces and consumes 
fried potatoes in such quantities as 
Belgium does. 

At home or in restaurants, 
pommes frites are part of elaborate 
meat. poultry or fish dishes. Many 
Belgians combine them with mus- 
sels and beer. 

At the stands, however, frites are 
served in paper cones and accompa- 
nied by a sprinkling of salt and an 
abundant dollop of mayonnaise or 
spicy sauces. The average 200- 
gramme portion costs about $1. , 

But in its January issue, the maga- 
zine Test Achat said that 59 per cent 
of the fried potatoes sold at stands 
and restaurants were “unfit for con- 
sumption” because of the grease 
wed to fry them, and might have 
long-term ill effects for consumers. 

The day after the magazine hit the 

stands, the Public Health Ministry 
announced it was preparing regula- 
tions to control the quality of the 
frites. 
Minister Wivina Demeester said she 
found that a decree was being read- 
ied to impose heavy fines and even 
prison terms for sellers of fries that 
do not meet new government health 
standards. 

The problem with the potato 
sticks is that they are fried in beef 
taliow, the fat trimmed from meat 
and rendered into shortening. It is 
high in cholesterol, the leading 
cause of heart disease. 

The magazine pointed out that 
Jrites producers often use the fat too 
long and overheat it, which causes 
chemical degradation of the fat or

Maggie outlasts Asquith, 
holds UK record as PM 


LONDON (Reuter) - Margaret 
Thatcher today becomes Britain's 
longest-serving prime minister of 
the 20th century, planning in her 
own words “to go on and on.” 

By today, she will have been 
prime minister for eight years and 
244 days, one day longer than Liber- 
al leader Herbert Asquith, who oc- 
cupied 10 Downing Street from 
1908-1916. 

“] hope to go on and on,” she said 
in May as she launched her cam- 
paign for a third consecutive five- 
year term, a feat achieved by no 
other British leader in modern 
times. 

Now she is looking past the next 
election, due by mid-1992, saying in 
a recent interview she would like 
still to be in office beyond then. 
“The moment we have got past one 
milestone, you see them stretching 
out before you, and each one gets 
more exciting,” she added, 

A fourth term would put her with- 
ip reach of the Earl of Liverpool's 
19th-century record of nearly 15 
years, but not the 21 years from 
1721-42 served by Sir Robert Wal- 
pole, generally regarded as the 
country’s first prime minister. 

- Downing Street sources said they 

ed Thatcher would mark to- 

day's milestone quietly, working as 

usual before flying off early tomor- 

row on an official visit to Kenya and 
| Nigeria. 

Her dawn departure, while other 
politicians vacation and parliament 
is in recess, is typical of the punish- 
ing daily schedule she still sets her- 
self at 62. The trip itself is the start 
of another hard-travelling year 
which will also take her to Australia, 
Europe and North America. 

In a recent opinion poll for the 
Sunday Telegraph, Thatcher was 
voted the most admired woman in 
the world.

Vincent added that Thatcher's so- 
cial revolution. which removed state 
control from many areas of industry, 
curbed the unions and cut inflation, 
put her name alongside that of war- 
time leader Sir Winston Churchill. 

Her toughness is not disputed, 
even by political opponents. _ 

But it has generated a feeling 
among critics that she is hard and 
uncaring, particularly over issues 
dear to the'public such as unemploy- 
ment. 

Her determination to go down in 
history led Liberal leader David 


Steel to compare her with foreign { 


presidents who have proclaimed 
themselves leaders for life. 

Often seen as impervious to ad- 
vice, Thatcher is notoriously reluc- 
tant to change her mind, acknowl- 
edging this herself in 1980 with a 
famous phrase: “The Lady's not for 
turning.” It was this firmness that 
led the Moscow newspaper Red Star 
to dub ber the “Iron Lady.” 

Her commitment to rid Britain of 
socialism put her very name in the 
political dictionary as “Thatcherite” 
and “Thatcherism” became contem- 
porary shorthand for her no-non- 
sense, free-market policies. 

It has been eight years and eight 
months of hard slog for the combat- 
ive Thatcher, but she has clearly not 
lost her zest for battle.

Accused Catholics, Jews of ‘doing in’ blacks 


NY blacks defend priest after 
rebuke from O’Connor, Koch

NEW YORK -- New York's Cardi- 
nal John O'Connor has rebuked a 
black priest who said last week that 
many white Catholics and Jews want 
to “do in™ blacks. 

But most of New York's black 
community has rallied around the 
Priest, Rev. Lawrence Lucas, and 
renewed bitter rhetorical attacks on 
Mayor Ed Koch for “racism.” 

Lucas set off a furor here by stat- 
ing, “It seems each group of what 
we call Caucasians has a part in do- 
ing us in. Those who are killing us in 
our homes, falsely arresting us in the 
subways and ἐραλαμοτι us in the 
streets, come primarily from the 
Catholic persuasion. 

“Those who are killing us in the 
classrooms, I do not have to tell you 
what persuasion they come from. 
You just have to look at the board of 
education: It looks like the Knesset 
in Israel.” 

Koch denounced Lucas's state- 
ment as “outrageous, anti-Catholic 
and anti-Semitic,” and called on 
O'Connor to take action in Lucas's 
case. Koch accused Lucas of “a 
clear intent to generate anti-Semi- 


‘Lost cause’ heroin addicts find shelter, 
hope with Sderot’s Rabbi Bar-Yohai

SDEROT - When Israeli school- 
children are asked to identify Rabbi 
Shimon Bar-Yohai, they are likely 
to direct the questioner to a Jewish 

history textbook. 

Except, that is, if the children live 
in this small northern Negev town. 
The probable answer here is, “Try 
the bomb shelter.” It is two houts 
past dark in Sderot, and the 37-year- 
old rabbi is making his way down a 
flight of basement stairs, a tray of 
food in his hand. 

Waiting for him in the bomb shel- 
ter below is a heroin addict, a long- 
time user, and, in the opinion of a 
number of drug rehabilitation facili- 
ties and of the local police, a lost 


cause. 

Bat the rabbi will sit with him 
during dinner this evening, and 
through the cramps, the convulsions 
and the sweats. And, after 10 days, 
if he at all resembles the 17 Sderot 
addicts that preceded him in the 
shelter, the likelihood is that he will 
come out “clean” and stay that way.

Bar-Yohai’s success in rehabilitat- 
ing addicts who had vainly sought 
help in other quarters is scarcely less 
incredible than bis biography.

The war in Lebanon, however, 
triggered a more assertive ap- 
proach, according to her research on 
the subject, due to be published this 
year. Women began to feel the need 
to speak out, take responsibility, get 
involved. 

“It was the first war in which 
there was no consensus,” says Har- 
nick. “We couldn't write poems glo- 
tifying the army and its leaders 
when we had a feeling that perhaps 
the war wasn't justified.” 
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For years. Alkalay-Gut adds, 
women felt they did not have a right 
to speak about war because they did 
not physically participate. But to- 
day, not only are they more in- 
volved in the army — albeit in a non- 


combat capacity - but it is also 


generally more accepted that, “You 
don’t have to be a fighter to know 
what's right or wrong.” 

“The problem,” she suggests, “15 
not the issue of combat but the issue 
of centrality and tangentiality. 
Women have to feel they have a 
right to talk out about politics. that 
they also have a sense of belonging 
and a right to fee! ‘This is my coun- 
try and I can say something about 
it” 

* Alkalay-Gut says she has seen a. 
change in her own writing since the 
war: ‘The war kicked into my own 
poetry. Beforehand, I wrote about 
love,” and now she writes about dif- 
ferent aspects of the current political 
situation, about feminist politics, 
her Holocaust background — sub- 
jects she had hitherto not explored 
in any depth. 

The political tone of this sort of 

is not overt or preaching. she 
explains: “Poetry cannot say, ‘Let's 
keep that piece of land, or let's give 
them that.’ But it can bring people 
an awareness of a situation and sug- 
gest the possibility of solutions.” 

In times of crisis, political poetry 
is “an extra pair of eyes,” a chance 
to see other alternatives, the lectur- 
er stresses. 

“Poetry has a responsibility to 
keep people awake and aware of the 
necessity for solution and of the 
danger in keeping things as they 
are.” ᾿ 


BORN IN London “during the last 
Blitz" on Hotocaust survivors, Al- 
kalay-Gut grew up in Rochester, 
NY and has lived in Israel since 
1972. She generally views poetry as 
a powerful and accessible medium 
here. 

“Israel is an incredible place for 
poetry,” she says. “In America, 


people don’t know who Whitman is! 
Here poets are recognized on the 
streets, in restaurants. There is not 
an Israeli kid who hasn't gone to 
Bialik’s house.” 

For women, “Poetry is a good 
door to open to involvement in soci- 
ety.” There are many good women “ 
Poets in Israel, both Jewish and 
Arab, according to’ Alkalay-Gut. 
The Arab women, although they 
write about a longing for Zion as the 
Israelis did a generation ago, “rarely ~ 
spill over into political statements. It - 
would be very exciting to get Israeli ἢ 
and Arab women together. Women ~ 
can reach each other on a different - 
level than men can.” iz 

Jewish women poets, especially 
Rahel, Zelda and Leah Goldberg, 
have had a strong influence on He- © 
brew poetry in general. Even some 
of the next generation, which in- - 
cludes Dalia Ravikovitch and Yona 
Wollach, are well-known. ᾿ 

“However. men don't take wom- - 
en poets as seriously. University lit- ~ 
erature classes sometimes have 90 - 
women and one man, the teacher. 
There are a lot of women poets, 
even a higher percentage than men, 
but the ones that are published, 
some 75 per cent, are usually male,” 
she says. Also, the editors are still - 
men: “Women are respected in ~ 
terms of which men respect them. in - 
society, and in poetry.“ 

Although the war triggered a po- 
litically-related response from wom- * 
en poets, it is too early to tell if this 
change in subject and intensity will 
continue. Harnick suggests that it is - 
only a one- or two-year-long re- 
sponse to the war. She adds that she . 
bas not seen many political poems in - 
recent years and believes that poets 
have returmed to daily concerns. 

“It's very hard to tell what the 
trend is -- what has happened since 
the war.” Alkalay-Gut concludes. - 
“We've seen some things, more as- 
sertiveness, more involvement in 


politics, but we can’t really tell how - 


Strong these are. Trends in poetry 
are usually slow, vague and hard to 


qualify.” 


FIFTEEN per cent of the Israeli 
public are functionally illiterate and 
have reading skills below fourth- 
grade level, often because the wrong 
methods were used to teach them.

“The reaction against the heder in

Rajiv Gandhi is trying to win 
votes by supporting the Hindu com- 
munalists on the safi issue as he did 
by supporting the Moslem commu- 
nalists by depriving divorced Mos- 
lem women of the right to alimony.

one system and is afraid to deviate 
from it in any way. The important 
thing is for the child to learn to read, 
even if the system has to be changed 
to accommodate his or her needs.” 

In her book, the author breaks 
down existing teaching methods into 
categories so that teachers can diag- 
nose where their slow pupils are 
having problems and can change a 
specific part of the method rather 
than the whole system. For exam- 
ple, if a child has difficulty absorb- 
ing information visually, a more au- 
ditory approach should be tried, she 
suggests. 

As for parents, her advice to them 
is to talk to the child who has diffi-

culty mastering reading rather than 
to read with the child. 

“Help the child understand what 
communication is and why words 
are useful,"” Gillis stresses. “Only 
after that move on to reading.” 


TEACHING reading at a younger 
is no panacea, she adds. 

“If a child asks me what's written 
on the page, 11 tell him. If he asks 
what a certain letter is. I'll answer. 
But that doesn’t mean I have to sit 
down and teach him reading at age 
five. Many children arent ready 


that early and if their first experi- 
ence with reading is one of failure, 
the implications can be 
devastating.” 

The author also complains that 
rudimentary readers have no rela- 
tion to the real world as the child 
knows it. 

“Children are never naughty or 
dirty or late for school. Grandpa 
always is building a house or buying 
a couch.” The reason for this is that 
many methods of teaching reading 
begin with particular Hebrew vow- 
els (kamatz patah) so that all the 
words have to use that vowel. 

“Even within those limitations 
you can create mote interesting ma-

herself as befits a devout Rajput 
wife, and this is the legend of Roop 
Kanwar (“Beautiful Maiden”) that 
is now being carefully fostered by 
the Rajputs. But others, including 
eye witnesses, claim that she was 
cruelly sacrificed, that Roop Kan- 
war tried three times to escape but 
was imprisoned under a huge pile of 
blazing logs. 

If the second version be true, her 
anguished screams would have been 
drowned in the reverential crowd's 
chant of ‘Sati mazi ki jai” or “Hail to 
the virtuous mother” that rent the 
air. 

‘Whatever the truth, the burning 
was a crime as a long-dead British 
governor-general of India, Lord 
William Bentinck. forbade the act in 
1829. Though the British bad initial- 
ly promised not to interfere with 
India’s religious usage, Bentinck 


was obliged to take this step when a 
group of enlightened Bengali noble- 
ten appealed to him for help in 
cleansing Hinduism. 

They argued that the scriptures 
did not permit sati. In fact, many of 
the distinctive features of Hindu 
workship similarly lack religious 
sanction. The caste system, for in- 
stance, was originally a division of 
labour based on race that ossified 
into a rigid social hierarchy. The ban 
on eating beef started as an econom- 
ic measure to protect India’s cattle. 

Similarly, sai was a cruel means 
of getting rid of a man’s widow so 
that his male heirs did not have to 
share his property. It has an addi- 
tional point in Rajasthan where men 
usually died on the battlefield leav- 
ing their homes and their women to 
the mercy of rapacious conquerors. 
Rajput legend is full of tales of 


queens who killed themselves when 
they heard that the king had fallen. 
Sometimes hundreds of women in a 
defeated kingdom committed col- 
lective sati. 

There were no such compulsions 
in the case of Roop Kanwar. But the 
evidence suggests that her dead hus- 
band’s family — his father teaches in 
the focal high school -- has acquired 
special glory in Rajput society 
through her sacrifice. 

There may also be more tangible 
pickings since the place of buming 
has become a shrine attracting thou- 
sands of pilgrims who leave hand- 
some offerings of fruit, vegetables, 
food, grains, clothes, cash and 
jewelry. : 

Possibly to secure this source of 
income, the village worthies want to 
build a temple on the spot, ostensi- 
bly in memory of Roop Kanwar but

Dead Sea Hotels Ltd.. which 
owns and manages the Sonesta hotel 
chain in Israel, is making a $5.2 
million offering of shares and op- 
dons on the Tel Aviv Stock Ex- 
change Tuesday, its first ever. 

The offering for the company, 
valued at $28.5 m., will give pur- 
chasers a cumulative 15.44 per cent 
Stake, assuming they exercise their 
options.

Chair- 
map Eli Papoushado currently con- 
trols close to 61 per cent of the 
shares. 

The shares and options will be

He had 
therefore repeatedly, but umsuccess- 
fully, applied to Prazot to receive 
another apartment under terms of 
social welfare rentals. 

The Ombudsman used the services 
of the State Comptroiler’s engineer- 
ing adviser and medical adviser, 
each of whom confirmed the facts as 
recounted by the complainant. The 
former found the place in question 
“anfit to be called a dwelling, such 
that no investment could ensure min- 
imal living conditions.’”” The latter 
was no less blunt: “The ce of a 
person in the complainant’s state of 
health in the apartment seriously en- 
dangers his life.’* 

The Ombudsman, thus finding the 
complaint to be justified, criticized 
Prazot for not stressing sufficiently 
the complainant's situation when it 
passed his request to the relevant 
commitiee in the Housing Ministry. 
He also noted how the ministry could 
have been flexible, within its own 
criteria, and given a positive re- 


The Ombudsman warned Prazot 
that it should make sure cases such 
as this were not repeated. 

In another case involving Prazot, a 
father of four children, one of whom 
has a 100 per cent disability, asked 
for a larger apartment than his pre- 
sent three-room, first-floor accom- 
modation of 75 square metres. 

‘The request was based on several 
considerations. The disabled child, 
while spending most of his time in an 
institution, is with the family for 
most Sabbaths and holidays, and the 
family wants to retain close contact 
with him, as far as possible. The fact 
that the apartment has only two bed- 
rooms means that all the children are 
in one of them. When the disabled 
chad is hemne, bis sleep is fitful, and 

jus 
disturbing and frightening his 


siblings. 

In addition, the 30-odd stairs to 
the apartment are difficult to negoti- 
ate when carrying the child up or 
down, Furthermore, if the family 
lived nearer the complainant's par- 
ents, the latter would be willing to 
help look after the child when his 
parents were out working. 

However, because the size of the 
family and of the apartment did not 
meet the criteria laid down by the 
relevant authorities, the complain- 
ant's repeated requests for larger ac- 
commodation were turned down. 

The Ombudsman found the com- 
plaint justified. His main consider- 
ation was the need to maintain as 
close a link as possible between the 
child and the rest of the family.

If it had happened someplace oth- 
er than Bnei Brak, it might have 
become a national issue. Coalitions 
have toppled over lesser matters. 

The Ombudsman’s report on lo- 
cal authorities opens with the re- 
markable complaint of a Boei Brak 
resident who headed an association 
to establish and operate a synagogue 
and kollel in two temporary building 


it had constructed on municipaliy- 
owned land in the mainly ultra-Or- 
thodox city of Bnei Brak. 


* One night late in 1984, without 
prior notification, the municipality 
came and knocked down both build- 
ings. Their contents. including fur- 
niture, prayer books and other reli- 
gious literature were taken outside 
and left there. 

This action had come after the 
synogogue and kollel -had been on 
the site seven years, during which 
time no complaints or expulsion or- 
ders had been received. The damage 
caused by the demolition job came 
to thousands of shekels, which the 
municipality refused to make good. 
Thus the complaint. 

‘The Ombudsman's treatment of 
this case is essentially a review of the 
lies. distortions and fabrications that 
the Bnei Brak municipality indulged 
in before finally being forced to ad- 
mit that it had acted arbitrarily. 

‘The tegal background to the case. 
as presented by the Ombudsman, is 
straightforward: If someone seizes 
another's land, the owner can use 
“reasonable force” to get him out - 
within 30 days of the event. As re- 
gards public property, the authori- 
ties can issue an order within 30 days 
of discovery of the allegedly illegal

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seizure, but not later than 12 months 
thereafter, telling the occupant to 
remove himself within 14 days. The 
occupant can use this period to seek 
a court order restraining the author- 
ity, pending clarification of his claim 
to ownership. . 

In the case of the Baei Brak syno- 
gogue, which had used the site for 
seven years, , 
Spliged to act through the courts; it 
had so authority to cana order 
itself, much less execute ft. 
ite municipality's first line of de- 
fence was that the complainant had 
occupied the site less than 30 days. 
On being asked for proof, it retreat- 
ed to its next claim. This was that 
the congregation that used the syna- 
gogue had agreed to the demolition.

‘A witness nominated by the mu- 
nicipality to confirm that the com- 
mittee had agreed to the demolition 
in fact corroborated the complain- 
ant’s version. The manager of the 
city regulations department claimed 
at first that the municipality had not 
itself executed the demolition. Then 
he changed his mind: it had‘been the 
municipality, but not his depart- 
ment, rather it had been the public 
works department. However, a rep- 
resentative of fis department had 
been present and, seeing the prayer 
books strewn outside had gathered 
them up and transferred them to the 
municipality’s warehouses. 

This, the Ombudsman notes, put 
paid to the municipality's earlier 
claim that the contents of the build- 
ings had not been damaged at all. In 
light of the findings of the investiga- 
tion, the Ombudsman decided that 
the complaint was justified. The mu- 
nicipality was instructed to compen- 
sate the complainant and report 
back to the Ombudsman within six 
months. 


Dented car is less than fine

The authorities are still some- 
times confused about how to deal 
-with cars brought to Israel under the 
system of personai imports. 

Back in 1983 an Israeli citizen 
brought to the country a Peugeot, 
_but when the car arrived he discov- 
ered it had been damaged in ship- 
“ment. On top of that, the Customs 
Authority claimed that bis car was 
not included in the list of vehicles 
that could be imported to Israel and 
was told he would have to pay a fine. 

The Customs Authority did not 
take into account that the value of 
the car had dropped considerably 
after the damage during the trip. 
Such damages are taken into consid- 
eration only in the case of regular 
imports, not in the case of cars 
brought through personal imports. 

After several months, the citizen 


complained to the Ombudsman 
about the alleged prohibition to im-+ 
port his type of car and about the: 
fact that he was fined on its full 
value. 

The Customs Authority respond- 
ed that permission to import that 
res of Peugeot was issued in 
1985, two years after the complain- 
ant had imported his car. As to the 
taxes, the authority said it recog- 
nized it was not justified in setting 
the fine at the full value of the car 
and agreed to return part of the 
money to the complainant.

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Dangerous consensus 


LISTENING to Israel’s radio and television over the weekend 
seemed like hearing reports from various battle fronts in an 
acute war. Fortunately, most of these detailed reports could 
describe relative quiet from the various fronts. The massive 
deployment of IDF » police and border police contin- 
gents appears to have had the desired deterrent effect — for the 
time being, at least. The government's unprecedented show of 
force achieved its aim and as a result the hostile forces chose 
not to challenge Israel’s superior troops on the Palestinians’ 
Fatah anniversary day. 

Except that the potential battle fronts that were the subjects 
of these reports were major West Bank towns such as Nablus 
and Ramallah, the Gaza Strip, East Jerusalem and even 
Israel's densely Arab-populated Galilee. In conveying the 
message of quiet on the various fronts some of the broadcast- 


ers got carried away to the extent of giving their reports a ring — 


of victory in an unfought battle. : 

Still unwilling to read the real signs of the recent riots and 
unrest, the leaders of both Likud and Labour will in all 
likelihood regard this weekend’s largely uneventful happen- 
ings as an important political and military victory. In their 
view, the thrust of the Palestinians’ uprising, which had also 
spilled over into Israel proper, has been quelled by the use of 
massive, overwhelming force. The mass trials against scores of 
Palestinian protesters and the expected deportation of some of 
their main leaders and instigators -- as predicted over the 
weekend by Prime Minister Shamir, with the obvious concur- 
rence of Defence Minister Rabin — ought to take care of the 
remaining security problems. . 

For this myopic view prefers dealing with a major political 
and national schism with a blow-by-blow account method, 
relating only, or primarily, to the security aspects of a rapidly 
deteriorating situation. 

Nevertheless, this weekend's most significant development 
was in the sphere of party politics. Consistent and entirely in 
character with the policy of the Jewish settlers movement, the 
chairman of the Council of Settlements in Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza, Mr. Shilo Gal, proposed yesterday that in response to 
the recent Palestinian riots Israel should immediately annex 
those parts of the West Bank which fall within the broad 
national consensus -- meaning the Labour Party's Allon plan. 
But the real surprise came from a key Labour Party activist, 
Kfar Tabor local council chairman Micha Goldman, who 
yesterday voiced the identical demand, probably in an unrelat- 
ed and not coordinated move. He is reported to have already 
asked Labour Party Chairman Shimon Peres to convene the 
appropriate party forum in order to discuss his annexation 


Pe Videly known as a close party colleague of Mr. Rabin, such 


a far-reaching, hawkish falter by a man like Micha Gold- 
man begs the question of whether this should not be regarded 
as a political trial balloon by the defence minister himself. 
Should this be the case, it would betray a most dangerous 
consensus between Labour and Likud that goes far beyond the 
broad agreement regarding the hard-line tactics of dealing 
with the recent riots. i ' 

That .we are faced with a major national conflict, whose 
solution must be sought through political reason and territorial 
compromise in negotiations with the Palestinians themselves, 
was probably best explained in an apparent slip of the tongue 
by Mr. Rabin himself. Asked on Friday about the detention 
conditions of the scores of Palestinian protesters who were 


arrested in recent days, he replied that he wished that he could - 


have enjoyed the same conditions when he was arrested by the 
British prior to Israel’s independence. 

Rather than plying a course of national consensus in the 
present situation, thus totally blurring the fundamental differ- 
ences between Israel's main political camps, Labour would do 
well to reaffirm its own political credo, leading Israel’s voices 
of reason, before it is too late.

THE RECENT SPATE of poi- 
sonings of protected wild animals by 
the use ‘of fluorocetamide is ἃ grim 
reminder of just how much we have 
failed to advance when it comes to 
regulating the use of some of the 
most dangerous pesticides in the 
world. Like its near relative com- 
pound, sodium monofluoracetate, 
which is in use by the professional 
pest controllers, this compound can 
and does create chains of lethal ac- 
tion spreading through entire 
biotopes. 

Fluoracetamide has been in wide- 
spread use since the “60s and was 
only adopted then as what was con- 
sidered to be a “temporary mea- 
sure,” in order to phase out the 
common use of thallium sulfate, 
which was even worse and took an 
unspeakable toil of migrating birds 
of prey and of local wildlife. 


THE CHEMICAL has been used 
and misused for a quarter of a centu- 
ry or thereabouts. At times it was 
even employed by the Ministry of 
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The poisoned fields 


Agriculture's Veterinary Service, 
which poisoned thousands of day- 
old chicks with injections of the drug 
and then threw them into the fields , 
virtually sowing the fields with 
them, as a highly ill-advised and ba- 
sically useless measure designed to 
control stray dogs. 

The resuit was the decimation, in 
the mid-’60s, of local predators -- 
foxes, jackals, badgers, wild cats of 
various types, mongooses and birds 
of prey. This in its turn led to a 
population explosion of hares. par- 
tridge and other species that did in- 
estimable harm to agricultural 
crops. It has taken 20 years at least 
‘and millions of dollars in lost crops, 
nuisance-species control and other 
measures just to get back to some 
semblance of balance. 

It is therefore somewhat astonish- 
ing to bear that an official of the

Nature Reserves Authority is sur- 
prised that the material is permitted 
for use. There really is nothing sur- 
prising abont it, since by and large 
the plant protection services of the 
Agriculture Ministry do what they 
like and the Health Ministry has 
never been energetic enough, force- 
ful enough or even interested 
enough to stop them 

We are thus able to note a scene 
in which the state comptroller raps 
the Agriculture Ministry for having 
repeatedly licensed toxic chemicals, 


‘even over the objection of the 


Health Ministry and before the com- 
plete toxicology of the materials has 
been made available, or even before 


it is known to what degree this mate- 


rial may be harmful to man and 
animal. =n 

Nor do the so-called restrictions 
imposed on the use of a particular 
material mean anything. They are, 
at the very best, suggestions for use, 
since the minute a substance is made 
available to farmers it is out of the 
ministry's control and can be used 
by the individual farmer in any way 
he sees fit. 


AND INDEED, why not? After 
all, agriculture is 2 powerful lobby 
and agricultural products are an €3- 
sential part of the establishment of 
the Gross National Product. The 
health, mental and physical, of the 
population, and the ecological bal- 
ance of our environment, are not 
things that can be measured in shek- 
els and-agorot, or preferably in dol- 
lars and cents, and are therefore 


inevitably a secondary considera- 


> tion. 


If anyone does protest the misuse 
and abuse of toxic chemicals , he is 
accused by those in authority of 
“creating panic,” “acting out of ig- 
norance™ or even “causing damage 
to Israel’s agricultural export 
market.” é ᾿ 

But in the ultimate analysis, 
things are this way because that's 
the way the public at large allows 
them to be. ᾿ ᾿ 

The vested interest groups lose no 
time in screaming, loud and clear, if 
their interests are at stake. Mean- 
while, the rest sit silent while pesti- 
cides licensed only for cotton and 
non edible crops are sprayed on

to their “specific interests” overlook 
the fact that they, too, are a part of 
the entirety of the population, not a 
segment apart, and that when the 
bell tolls, it tolls for everyone. 


IT IS CUSTOMARY to conclude 
the Shabbat musaf service with the 
inspiring hymn, Ein Ke’Eloheinu.

ing of peace in the 
world seems somewhat weak. In- 
deed, Rabbi Dr. Norman Lamm, 
the president of Yeshiva University, 
found in the submission of Rabbi 
Hanina proof that the hahmei hatal- 
mud did not lack a sense of humour. 

“They must have had a sense of 
humoar,” said Dr. Lamm, “if they 
could say that Jewish scholars multi- 
ply peace in the world. It is the last 
thing in the world to expect from 
them.” 

Rabbi Avraham Kook, the first 
chief rabbi of Eretz Yisrael and 
founder of its Chief Rabbinate, sug- 
gested an attractive approach to this 
saying. Through their studies, he as- 
serted, the scholars create new 
ideas. Those ideas conflict with each 
ether, and through their delibera- 
tions the talmidei hahamim resolve 
the differences of opinion between 
themselves and come up with a syn- 
thesis of what they had been discuss- 
ing. The consensus thus reached 
among scholars increases peace in 
the world. 


A MOST APPEALING approach 


Rabbis as peacemakers 


to the understanding of Rabbi Han- 
ina’s saying was laid down by the 
Maharsha, one of the greatest inter- 
preters of the Talmud. 

The statement by Rabbi Hanina 
concludes several Talmudic trac- 
tates, including Yevamot. This deals 
primarily with levirate marriages, 
but also with other matters pertain- 
ing to women and to marriage. 


It ends with an argument between 
Rabbi Akiva and Rabbi Tarfon as to 
whether witnesses on matrimonial 
matters are subjected to inquiry and 
examination like those who testify in 
criminal matters, or is their testimo- 
ny accepted without such inquiry as 
in civil cases. i 

The practical outcome of this con- 
troversy is that should the former 
approach — stressed by Rabbi Tarfon 
— prevail, it may be extremely diffi- 
cult to free when no com- 
plete proof of the fate of their van- 
ished husbands is available. 


The Gemara’s report stops short’ 
of resolving the dispute between the 
two tanaim and ends by quoting 
Rabbi Hanina’s praise of the role of 
the scholars in expounding peace on 


The Maharsha offers an ingenious 
explanation of the path of the Ge- 
mara: that the tractate summed up 
the debate in this unique way to 
teach us that the rabbis are empow- 
ered to show leniency in cases which 
may bring about aginur or may sub- 
ject a woman to a levirate marriage. 
God almighty granted the rabbis the 
power and authority to even disre- 
gard the words of the Tora in order 
to bring about peace and free Jewish 
women from such a fate.

IT IS TO BE regretted that con- 
temporary halachic Judaism depart- 
ed both from Rabbi Kook’s ap- 
proach and from Maharsha’s 
humane attitude. The controversy 
in the rabbinical world has strayed 
far from the traditional paths of the 
Tora which, as we are assured, are 
pleasant and peaceful. The struggles 
within the world of the yeshivot -- 
occasionally descending to physical 
clashes — are hardly the well-con- 
ducted debates among talmidei ha- 
hamim which, according to Rabbi 
Kook, may bring about peace on 
earth. 

Even less so is the prevailing atti- 
tude in Orthodox Judaism towards 
the observance of Halacha and to- 
wards non-observant Jews. Numer- 
ous articles by moderate Orthodox 
feaders, such as Prof. Rabbi Eman- 
uel Rackman, the chancellor of Bar- 
Ilan University, condemn the zeal- 
otry which surrounds the 
contemporary world of Halacha and 
warn us of its dangers. 

Religious extremism -- like any 
other extremism — is not an outcome 
of strength but a sign of insecurity 
and weakness. Orthodox leadership 
found itself threatened by the secu- 
lac world, and even more by reform 
and semi-reform movements within 
contemporary Judaism. In order to 
save their followers from being 
tempted by such trends and to make 
their condemnation of them quite 
clear, the leadership chose to widen 
the gap between observant and so- 
called secular Jews. This tendency 


has led to a policy of severity which 
is unfamiliar to authentic 


Judaism. 


THE WORLD OF Halacha was 
known, throughout the centuries, 
for its ability to accommodate to the 
changing conditions of life and thus 
preserve the Halacha as a living en- 
tity. Unfortunately, in recent gener- 
ations the rabbis have given up such 
efforts and instead compete with 
each other in being more extreme 
and more rigid. Ρ 


This attitude hardly corresponds 
to the role of Halacha. This is so not 
only because it distorts the sub- 
stance of Jewish religion as a way of 
life (torat haim), but because those 
leaders avoid their responsibility for 
klal Yisrael, the whole Jewish peo- 
ple. The policy of saving one’s own 
sout is totally strange to Judaism. 
The voluntary shutting up within 
Orthodox ghettos endangers the 
unity of the Jewish people - ahdut 
Yisrael — which is one of the founda- 
tions of Jewish existence. 

Abstaining from giving accurate, 
up-dated halachic answers to prob- 
lems arising from modern life seems 
a convenient escape for the rabbis 
from fulfilling their central role in 
Jewish religion. Yet any unneces- 
sary aguna who is added to the Jew- 
ish community due to such an atti- 
tude must lie on the conscience of 
these rabbis, and even more so 
mamzerim who are born as a result 
of over-rigidity. 


IT IS MERE coincidence that this 
article is written in the midst of a 
wide debate over the expressed will- 
ingness of the Progressive Move- 


ment to abide by the norms of Hala- 
cha in the area of conversion, 
marriage and divorce. 

This move is not new. Rabbi Syd- 
ney Brichto, director of the Union 
of Liberal and Progressive Syna- 
gogues in Britain, who recently fos- 
tered this idea, originally raised it 
almost two decades ago. Similar 
views regarding conversion have 
been expressed over the years by 


other Reform leaders, such as Rabbi.” 


Herbert Weiner and Prof. Jacob 
Petuchowski. ‘ 

They were formulated in a memo- 
randum submitted in 1977 to the 
then prime minister, Menachem Be- 
gin, by a joint delegation of Conser- 
vative and Reform rabbis. There 
was even a successful attempt at im-" 
plementing this approach in Den- 
ver, Colorado, 

The renewed expression of good 
will on behalf of Progressive Juda- 
ism cannot be disregarded. Beyond 
the problem of conversion, with all 
its complexity, the willingness of the 
Reform Movement to demand a get 
kehalacha seems of far more signifi- 
cance. Such good will cannot be ig- 
nored by the Orthodox establish- 
ment, and the positive approach 
expressed by such a personage as 
Rabbi Louis Bernstein. president of 
the Orthodox Rabbinical Council of 
America, is most welcome. 

Yet the problem I have tried to 
raise is beyond the relations with 
Reform Judaism. It relates to the 
very essence of Judaism. Orthodox 
leadership must re-examine its ap- 
proach to the interpretation of Hala- 
cha and to its enforcement not be- 
cause of secular or Reform Jews, 
but in spite of them. 

After all, Maharsha and Rabbi 
Kook were neither secular nor 
Reform.
